"Has the Dnrbin jury agreed upon a 


verdict?" "Will they oonviotr and "Will 
they hang themselves instead of Durbin'" 
are some of the questions propounded 
upon the streets to-day, and those wlio 
spent the forenoon in the court room ex- 
pecting to hear the verdict read at ony 
moment can Rive themselves credit for 
lost time. The jury got the oaso last 
evening at about 6 o'clock, and retired m 
charge of Bailiffs Harris and MoWhinney. 


It was confidently expected that e yer- 


diot would be reached within two or three 
hours, and had he been sent for during 
the night Judge Hughes would have en- 
tered tho court room and opened the ver- 
dict, but he was not disturbed, for the 
jury became divided as to their convic- 
tions and 6ndmg they could not agree 
they retired for the night at 11 o'clock, 
and slept upon the mattresses provided 
for their accommodation by Sherift Fos- 
ter. 
They breakfasted at the Hotel 


Brunswick this morning, and soon after 
nine o clock they notified Mr. Curry 
through the bailiffs that they would want 
dinner to daj. They conduct all their 
deliberations and discussions with tho 
utmost secrecy, and it is said they will 
not utter a syllable while the bailiffs are 
in their presence. If anyone was ever so 
anxious to get a pointer as to how the 
jury stood he would fail. 


It is known, however, that tho jurymen 


are at loggerheads, either on the degree 
of punishment they think ought to be m- 
Ilioted, or on the question of the guilt or 
innocence of the defendant under the law 
and the instructions ot the court. In 
case of a hopeless disagreennnt the jury 
will be discharged, and Ducbiu will have 
to remain m custody to stand another 
trial. 


THE VERDICT 21 YEABf. 


Shortly after 2 o'clock this afternoon, 


the jury agreed upon a compromise ver - 
diet, and so repoited to Judge Hughes 
Ihe defendant, Dnrbin, was brought into 
court by Sheriff Foster, and then the jury 
headed by Foreman Yates hied in and 
took their places along tbe east railing 
The Judge received tbe envelope, opened 
it and read the verdict as follows 


"We, the jury, find the defendant guilty 


as charged in the indictment, and fax bis 
punishment at '21 years in the peniten- 
tiary."
